T IS a strang e tru th abou t ou r 
mu ddled 
liv es

and pu t Georg iana throu g h colleg e 
with that money ! 
It seems too horrible that it was 
THEIRS—they HAD it—and now 
it’s g one forev er. I know one wom­ 
an who has reproached her hu s­ 
band with the loss of their for­ 
tu ne ev ery day for fiv e y ears, and 
I su ppose there are many like her. 
All the ev ents of these six ty v ital 
months, the chang es and chances 
and u ps and downs hav e been col­ 
ored for her by the memory of that 
money . 
“ Lewis WOULD inv est it

cou ldn’t fail,” she say s bitterly . 
“I 
cou ldn’t say a thing —how did I 
know it was like throwing it away !” 
She reminds her children of it.

v entu re a conv ersational opening 
withou t eliciting her patient, “Well, 
we lost ev ery thing in 1929, y ou 
know,,“ in reply .

There is no pleasu re in the world 
any keener than to meet a friend 
knowTn to be hav ing difficu lt times 
and to realize that she is more than 
adequ ate to the demand Fate is 
making of her; to find her cheer­ 
fu l and resolu te and bu sy where 
we ex pected to find her cru shed 
and helpless. 
Many , many y ears ag o a fine old 
Eng lishman who u sed to liv e in 
ou r part of the California mou n­ 
tains told me that for a certain 
time in his life he u sed to tu rn his 
diary ’s pag es three months ahead 
and write down specifically what 
was worry ing him at the moment. 
He said it was absolu tely shock­ 
ing to work throu g h the day s and 
wfeeks to reach those entries, and 
discov er that the shame and anx i­ 
ety of April were forg otten com­ 
pletely in Ju ly , that Ju ly had its 
own new' set of hu miliations and 
worries. The habit perhaps helped 
to make him the philosopher he be­ 
came in his old ag e; nothing trou - ! 
bled him w-hen I knew him, and it 
was he who g av e me the phrase 
that I hav e said to my self almost 
ev ery day for more than thirty -fiv e 
y ears. 
“To him that lov eth God all j 
thing s work tog ether for g ood.”
